Prof Pcirce poiutpd out, a comet going verj 
do*e to the sun would he torn ipart iu its 
swift perihelion »weep unless It were com 
posed of exceedingly tenacious materials' and 
he nucleus of the present comet may have 
iccii separated Into a number of parts in that 
ma) 
But the fragments In question appear 


o have been thrown oft after the comet had 
sot far away from tbe sun on its outward 
nurmiy into space, and the question is llow 
was the comet ablo to throw them a distance 


f several million miles' It appears more 
ikelj that this- effect would result from a 
wilt rotation about an aiis than from any 
uug rescmbl'ng an explosion, and certain 
bservations made wjthln the ;ast few weeks 
idicate that there is a rotary motion In the 
ucleus of tlie comet. If so, then we must 
ook upon the comet as a body, or collection 
f bodies, spinning so swifllj as It filu 
hrough space that its outer portions are 
hurled off like drops of water from the 
periphery of a whirling grindstone.
